And What Novo You 


By BOB CBAK 


Sometime back we were giving 
our school people a hard time for 
not writing in a language we could 
all understand. But we find now 
that they are not the only ones. Our 
lawmakers are just as bad. 
We do not know if the educators 
taught the lawmakers or if the 
school people learn from the 
lawmakers. But in either case the 
rest of us seem to be left out in the 
cold. 
The following paragraph comes 
from Texas law and shows the 
failure of our lawmakers’ ability to 
be able to write complete sentences 
and convey a simple thought: 
“No employing unit shall cease 
to be an employer subject to this 
Act except as of the first day of 
January of any calendar year and 
only then if such employer files 
with the Commission within the 
period from January I through 
March 31 of such year, a written 
application for termination of 
coverage, and the Commission 
finds that there were not twenty 
(20) different days within the 
preceding calendar year, each day 
being in a different calendar week, 
during each of which days such 
employing unit employed one (I) or 
more individuals in employment 
subject to this Act and that said 
employer did not pay any wages in 
any quarter of the preceding year 
in the total 
amount of One 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($1,500) or more provided that, if 
the employing unit is an employer 
subject to this Act under subsection 
19 (f) (3), the phase “four (4) or 
more individuals” shall be sub­ 
stituted for the phrase one (I) or 
more individuals” in this sub- 
paragraph, and provided further, 
that this subsection has not ap­ 
plicability to an employer subject 
to this Act under subsection 19 (4) 
(6).” 
This is a law that the employer 
must obey. 
Surely somebody in the leg­ 
islature can write it again, this 
time in simple English.

One billion dollars ago was less 
than a day ago. 
The budget of the United States 
for fiscal year 1978, Oct. I, 1977, 
through Sept. 30, 1978, calls for 
spending $463 billion — that’s over 
one and a quarter billion dollars 
per day, seven days a week, 52 
weeks a year. 
As if that fantastic amount isn’t 
enough to swallow, the budget 
provides that the federal govern­ 
ment will collect only $401 billion 
from taxpayers, meaning our 
government will have to borrow 
nearly $82 billion to cover its 
spending in 1978. That additional 
$62 billion will bring the total 
federal debt to well over $750 
billion. 
We have all borrowed money 
from time to time. The need for 
credit is one we all face whether we 
represent ourselves, our com­ 
panies or our government. But 
there seems to be a major dif­ 
ference between individuals and 
companies borrowing money and 
the government’s philosophy on 
credit 
Individuals and corporations 
view borrowing as a temporary 
means of financial support. We 
may need to borrow money to 
finance new plants and equipment 
and to help cover the costs of in­ 
ventories and receivables. 
But this is not the case with the 
federal government. Congress 
seems to believe that the road to 
popularity and re-election is to say 
“yes’* to every demand for every 
increase in existing programs and 
to agree to most demands for new 
projects with little or no concern 
for their cost. . . and many times 
their effectiveness. 
Anyone who has tried to balance 
his own household budget knows 
that spening more money than you 
make can not be continued in­ 
definitely. Decisions have to be 
made on what is really necessary 
and affordable. Some items we 
would like to have now just have to 
be put off until we have the money 
available. This doesn’t seem to be 
the philosophy of our government. 
For our sake and for the sake of 
our children and generations to 
come, we must insist that our 
President, 
Congressmen 
and 
Senators 
bring 
government 
spending in line with government 
income. 
These elected representatives 
determine our taxes and how our 
tax money is spent. . . their 
decisions affect the economic 
situation in which we live. They are 
responsible to us, the taxpayers 
and voters and they need to hear 
our views. If they don’t, it’s just 
possible they’ll continue taking us 
down the road to financial ruin. 
Spend a few minutes writing your 
Congressman, Senator and Pre­ 
sident. Tell them you don’t have 
enough money as it is and you don’t 
want to give any more to your 
government. They’ll listen. They 
work for you.

Although con­ 
sidered unfeasible in today's 
economy, there may come a 
time when we will took back 
with regret at an irreversible

The key to control of these 
critical areas is main­ 
tenance. A producer must be 
able to cross the area with 
farm equipment to plant

Also, an active gully 
will have been stopped that 
may have endangered other 
cropland or pastureland. 
Soil Conservation Service 
technicians have assisted 
producers in reclaiming 
hundreds of acres of eroded 
land. Farmers and ranchers 
that have critically eroded 
areas are urged to call or 
come by the local SCS office.

As a long time citizen of 
Hamlin, I felt obligated to 
write this letter to you to 
point out a very serious 
defect in our Municipal 
Government. 
On October 23, 1977, I 
received a telephone call 
from the local police station 
requesting that I come down 
and visit with Chief Wheat. I 
did as requested, and was 
immediately placed cm “the 
dock” as a criminal defen­ 
dant. I was told that I had 
been involved in an accident 
with two ladies from Rotan, 
and that I had damaged their 
car. I was requested to turn 
my license over to Chief 
Wheat and when I refused he 
threatened to put me in jail.

In addition, 
there were no dents, marks, 
or paint smudges upon my 
car to substantiate Chief 
Wheat’s claims. 
Chief Wheat tried and 
convicted me without the 
benefit of a judge, jury or an 
attorney. In the United States 
the people are guaranteed 
certain rights, one of which is 
that an individual is innocent 
until proven guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt. However, 
without proof, based upon the 
unsworn testimony of two 
women 
who 
were 
not 
residents of Hamlin, Chief 
Wheat tried and convicted 
me. 
Later all charges were 
dropped, due to the fact that 


not only was there a lack of 
proof 
there was none 
Chief Wheat’s exploits are 
well known throughout this * 
area, and his Gestapo tactics 
have resulted in as many 
dismissals as convictions. As 
a tax-paying citizen, I feel it 
is my duty to inform the 
public of the true lack of 
integrity and objectiveness 
now enscounced within our 
local police force. His at­ 
titude and actions were 
inexcusable, and he should be 
reprimanded not wily for his 
attitude and actions, but also 
for his lact of objectivity and 
generally poor law en­ 
forcement work.
